When war finally came September 1, 
the British immediately required all 
their nationls to register their Ameri- 
can securities. This instituted Govern 
ment control but left the securities 
nominally in the hands of their origi- 
nal owners.

He wrote dramatic accounts of the Ger- 
man blitzkrieg against Poland. Now back in the United States, he has developed from 
authoritative sources a picture of what has happened to Poland in the interval. Following 


is his first article describing the situation. 


Washington, Feb. 29—The Polish re- 
public consists today of one square 
mile at Angers, France—capital of the 
Polish Government in exile. 


.. Poland itself, after 1,000 years of

Biggest Naval Battle 

The biggest naval engagement of the 
war to date—the only real battle—was 
the all-day running fight on December 
13. between the speedy and until then 
untried German pocket battleship Ad- 
miral Graf Spee and three British 
cruisers, the Exeter, Aja~ and Achilles, 
off Uruguay. 
‘The 10,000-ton Graf S$ was Tun
